NOTIFICATION 

S, O. 941 (E)In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section <18 read with section 62 of the Industrial 
Reconstruction Bank of India Act, 1984 (02 of 1984), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following 

rules, namely 

1. Short title and commencement : 

(1) These rules may be-called the Industrial Re¬ 
construction Bank of India (Employees’ Provident 
Fund) Rules, 1988 

(2) They shall come into force on the date <>f 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions • 

In these rules, unless the context otherwise re¬ 
quires 

(i) "Act” means the Industrial Reconstruction 
Bank of India Act, 1984 (62 of 1984); 

(ii) “Admini-stratior’’ means any of the Adminis¬ 
trators of the Fund referred to in rule 4 : 

(iii) "Chairman” means the Chairman of the 
Reconstruction Bank; 

(Iv) "Family” means 

(i) in the case of a male meber, the wife or 
wives, children (including legitimate and 
adopted child, whether married or un¬ 
married, dependent parents and a pre¬ 
deceased son’s widow and children : 

Provided that if a member proves to the satis¬ 
faction of the Committee of Administrators 
that his wife has been judicially separated 
or has teased, under the customary or per¬ 
sonal law of tint community to which she 
belongs, to be entitled to maintenance, she 
shall thereafter be deemed to be no longer 
part of the member’s family, unless the 
member subsequently intimates in writing 
to the Committee of Administrators that 
she shall continue to be so regarded ; 

(ii) in the case of fema'e member, her hus¬ 
band, her children (including legitimate 
and adopted children), whether married 
or unmarried, or dependent parents, her 
husband’s dependent parents and a pre¬ 
deceased son's widow and children : 

Provided that if member, by notice in writing to 
the Committee of Administrators, expresses 
her desire to exclude her husband from her 
family, the husband and his dependent pa¬ 
rents shall thereafter be deemed to be no 
longer a part of the member’s family, unless 
the member subsequently cancels such no¬ 
tice in writing. 


(v) "Fund” means the provident fund consti¬ 
tuted under section 62 of the Act; 

(vi) "member” means an officer or employee of 
the Reconstruction Bank who is required or 
entitled to become a member to the fund; 

(vii) “pay” means substantive pay and where ad¬ 
missible special pay, personal pay, special 
personal pay, overseas pay, and officiating 
pay, hut does not include any allowance cr 
other emoluments, unless specially classed 
as pay by the board ; 

(viii) transferred employees’’ means an officer 
or employee of the Corporation who has be¬ 
come officer or employee of the Reconstruc¬ 
tion Bank under sub-section (1) of section 
7 oE the Act. 

(ix) words and expressions used in these mles 
but not defined but defined in the Act have 
the meanings respectively assigned to them 
in the Act. 

8. Constitution : 

The Fund constituted under section 62 of the Act 
shall be called “The Industrial Reconstruction Bank 
of India Employees’ Provident Fund”, 

4. Administration : 

The Fund shal be held by the Reconstruction Bank 
and be administered by a Committee of Administra¬ 
tors, which shall consist of the following, namely 

(a) the Chairman; 

(b) a director to be nominated by Board; 

(c) an officer of the Reconstruction Bank of 
the rank of or above the General Manager 

to be nominated by the Board; and 

(d) Three persons nominated by the Chairman, 
one from amongst the officers and two 
from amongst otbor employees of the 
Reconstruction Bank. 

5. Meetings and quorum ; 

(1) The Committee of Administrators shall meet 
at Calcutta or at such place and at such time as may 
be appointed in this behalf by the Chairman. 

(2) The Chairman or in his absence, the Director 
or in the absence of both, the officer referred to in 
clause (c) of rule 4, shall preside over such meeting. 

(8) No business shall be transacted at any such 
meeting unless at least three Administrators are pre¬ 
sent, of whom at least one shall be the Chairman. 
Director or the officer referred to in clause (c) of 
rule 4. 

(4) If at any meeting, the quorum is not present, 
the presiding officer shall adjourn the meeting infor¬ 
ming the Administrators the time and place of the 
adjourned meeting and it shall thereupon be lawful 
to dispose of the business at such adjourned meeting, 
irrespective of the number of Administrators present. 
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(5) Every question considered at .a meeting of the 
Committee of Administrators shall be decided by 
majority of vote of the Administrators present and 
voting and in the event of equality of votes, the pre¬ 
siding officer of (he meeting shall have a casting vote. 

<>, Statement ol Accounts : 

The accounts of the Fund shall be made up yearly 
as on the 31st day of March and an audited state¬ 
ment of the accounts as at that date shall be sub¬ 
mitted to a meeting of the Committee of Administra¬ 
tors to be held not later than the 30th day of Sep¬ 
tember every year for approval, and a copy of such 
statement .hall be made available to the member as 
soon as may be after such meeting. 

7. Membership : 

On the creation of the Fund under section (>2 of 
the Act,— 

fa) Every permanent employee including' an 
employee on contractual service (unless 
otherwise provided in the contract) and 
every transferred employee shall be bound to 
subscribe to the fund; 

(b) if so permitted by the Committee of Ad¬ 
ministrators : 

(i) a temporary employee, other than an em¬ 
ployee who is already contributing to 
some other Provident Fund, may also 
subscribe to the Fund; 

(ii) any other person in receipt of remunera¬ 
tion, other than casual remuneration, 
from the Reconstruction Bank, may also 
subscribe to tbe Fund; 

(iii) an officer or an employee who is on depu¬ 
tation with tbe Reconstruction Bank 
having a lien in service of any other erti- 
ployer, may subscribe to tbe Fund il the 
terms of his employment so permits; 

fiv) an officer or an employee who is on depu¬ 
tation to a foreign service, having a lien 
with the Reconstruction Bank, may subs¬ 
cribe to the Fund only if such officer or 
employee also pays to the Fund the em¬ 
ployer’s cot..ribution. 

Explanation ; 

For Lbc purpose of clause fa) an em¬ 
ployee appointed on probation against 
a permanent post shall be deemed to be 
a permanent employee from the date of 
his first appointment. 

8 . Transfer of Provident Fund ; 

fl) The.balance standing to the credit of every 
transferred employee in the Staff Provident Fund ol’ 
Industrial Reconstruction Corporation of India 
Limited (RCD or in the providcnt-cum-family pen¬ 
sion fund to the Commissioner under the Employee’s 
Provident Fund and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 
1952 (19 of 1952), shall in according with the 
provisions of the Act stand transferred to the ac¬ 
count of such employee in the Fynd.

(2) The Committee of Administrators may, at 
the request of an employee accept to the credit of 
such employee any amount due to him from a Pro¬ 
vident Fund account maintained by liis former em¬ 
ployer and transferred by tbe said employer directly 
to the fund. 

9. Credit of arrears of pay, etc. 

In case any arrears of pay becomes payable to any 
category-of the officer or employees of tne Recons¬ 
truction Bank and a decision is taken by the Re¬ 
construction Bank that such arrears or any part 
thereof be credited to the account of the officer or 
employee, the Committee of Administrators shall at 
the request of th e . Resconstruction Bank, accept td 
the credit of actount of .-.uch officer or employee; 

(a) the amount so credited; and 

(b) the contribution of the Reconstruction 
Bank in accordance with these rules. 

10 . Rate of subscription : 

(1) The tate of subscription shall be 10 per rent 
of pay earned by a member in a month, 

(2) In addition to the subscription specified in 
sub-rule (L), any member may make an additional 
subscription of an amount not exceeding 10 per rent 
of the pay earned by him in a month, so however 
that the total subscription to the Fund under sub-rule 
(1) and this sub-rule during a year shall not exceed 

20 per cent of his pay. 

(,H) Every member desiring to subscribe to the 
Fund under sub-rule (2) shall give a notice to the 
Reconstruction Bank specifying tne rate pf subscrip¬ 
tion in Provident Fund in Form 1 annexed to these 
rules. 

(1) The subscription referred to in sub-rules (I) 
and (2) shall be deducted by the Reconstruction 
Bank- from the monthly pay of an officer or employee 
in amount calculated to the nearest rupee. 

11. Reconstruction Bank’s contribution ; 

The Reconstruct ion Bank shall contribute every 
month as employer’s contribution sum equal to that 
subscribed by each member but in any case not ex¬ 
ceeding 10 per cent of the pay earned by a member 
during that month : 

Provided that in respect of a member who has been 
permitted to subscribe under clause (b) of sub¬ 
clause (ii) rule 7, the Reconstruction Bank shall be 
liable to make such contribution only if the condi¬ 
tions of service of such subscriber so provide. 

Provided further, that where a temporary 
employee has been permitted to subscribe to the Fund 
under sub-clause (i) of clause (b) of rule 7, (lie 
Reconstruction Bank may, at its discretion conm- 
bute from the date of his appointment as temporary 
employee a sum equal to the amount subscribed by 
him during his temporary service, subject to a maxi¬ 
mum of 10 per cent of his pay.

12. Subscription by Chairman : 

Notwithstanding anything contained in rule. 11, 
where the terms of office o{ the Chairman determined 
under sub-section (5) of section 12 of the Act pro¬ 
vide for his subscribing to tire Fund or to any other 
Provident Fund, the Reconstruction Bank shall, 
from such date as may he applicable under such 
terms of service, contribute every month to his ac¬ 
count in the Fund or to such other Provident Fupd, 
such sum, if any, as may be provided for in the said 
terms of service, 

13. Interest : 

(1) The Reconstruction Bank shall credit interest 
on the amount standing to each member's credit at 
tile end of every halt year at a rate which shall be 
fixed by tire Reconstruction Bank having regard to 
the return which can be obtained on the investment 
of other provident, charitable, religious and trust 
and quasi-trust funds in accordance with rules, sche¬ 
mes, or directions made, framed or given by the 
Central Government in this behalf, but the rate of 
interest shall not be lower than the rate allowed by 
the Reserve Bank in respect of its employees’ provi¬ 
dent fund. 

(2) The interest payable under sub-iule (1) shall 
be calculated to the nearest rupee on the monthly 
products of each member’s account and shall be cre¬ 
dited to the accounts half yearly as on the 31st day of 
March and 30lh day of September. 

14. Annual statement of each member’s accounts : 

The Committee of Administrators shall prepare an 
annual statement showing the amount standing to 
the credit of a member and a statement to that effect 
shall be supplied to each member as soon as may be 
after the close of a year. 

15. Borrowing from Fund : 

A temporary advance may be granted to a mem¬ 
ber on application to the Committee of Administra¬ 
tors from the amount standing to his credit in the 
Fund, subject to the following conditions, namely 

(A) the Committee of Administrators is satisfied 
that the amount will be expended on any of the fol¬ 
lowing objects 

(1) to pay expenses in connection with the ill¬ 
ness, confinement or disability, including 
where necessary, the traveling expenses, of 
the member or any person dependent on 
him; 

(2) to meet the cost of higher education, inclu¬ 
ding, where necessary, the travelling expen¬ 
ses of the member or any person dependent 
on him in the following cases, namely 

(a) for education, outside India for an acade¬ 
mic, technical, professional or vocational 
course beyond the High School stage; and 

(b) for any medical, engineering, professional 
or other technical or specialised vocatio¬ 
nal course (of not less than three years 
duration) in India beyond the High 


(3) to pay obligatory expenses, which by custo¬ 
mary usage tlie member has to incur in con¬ 
nection with marriage or other ceremonies 
of himself or of his children or of any other 
person dependent on him. 

(4) to meet the cost of legal proceedings insti¬ 

tuted by the member for vindicating his 
position in regard to any allegation made 
against him in respect of any act done or 
purporting to be aone by him in the dis¬ 
charge of his official duty: 

Provided that the advance under this clause shall 
not be admissible to a member who insti¬ 
tutes legal proceedings in any court of law 
either in respect of any matter unconnected 
with his official duty or against the Recons¬ 
truction Bank; 

(5) to meet the cost of his defence where the 
member is prosecuted by the Reconstruction 
Bank in any court of law; 

(6) to meet any other expenses or liability 
which, in the opinion of the Committee of 
Administrators, is unforeseen and extra¬ 
ordinary and beyond the ordinary means rff 
the member. 

(B) An advance under this rule shall not,— 

(1) ordinarily exceed 6 months’ pay or the 
amount of the member’s own subscription 
to the Fund and interest thereon, whichever 
is less; or 

(2) be granted until the repayment of the pre¬ 
vious advance; 

(3) where it relates to maternity under the head 
confinement, be granted for more than two 
maternities : 

Provided that the Committee of Administrators 
may in special cases, for reasons to be recor¬ 
ded in writing, grant advance exceeding six 
months’ pay of a member. 

(C) (a) An. advance shall be recovered from the 
member in such number of equal monthly instal¬ 
ments as the Committee of Administrators may 
direct, but such number shall not be less than 12, 
unless the member so elects, or more than 24 ; 

Provided that in special cases where the amoimi 
of advance granted exceeds six months' pa\ 
of the member under the proviso to clause 
(B), the Reconstruction Bank may fix num¬ 
ber of instalments exceeding 24 but in no 
case exceeding 48, A member may at his 
option repay more than one instalments in 
one month. Each instalment shall be multi¬ 
ple of whole rupee, the amount of the ad¬ 
vance being raised or reduced, if necessary, 
to admit ot the fixation of such instalment* 
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(h) Recoveries shal commence by way of deduc¬ 
tion from pay from the salary of the month folio- 
rving the month in which the advance is paid. Re¬ 
coveries shall not be made out of the subsistance 
grant or allowance while the member is under sus¬ 
pension; 

(c) Recoveries made under this sub-rule shall be 
credited to the member’s account in the fund, 

16. Advance for housing accommodation : 

(1) Subject to each conditions and limitations as 
the Committee of Administrators may impose, an 
advance may be granted to a member from the 
amount standing to his credit in the Fund, for the 
purpose of purchasing shares in a housing co-opci ■*- 
live society or for making any deposit or payment of 
money by way of earnest or otherwise, in each case 
solely with a view to securing a house or premises 
for his residence or the residence of arty person de¬ 
pendent on him. 

(2) An advance under this rule shall be prsmit- 
tccl only once during the service of the member and 
shall not exceed the amount of the member's subs¬ 
criptions to the Fund and interest thereon, or the 
amount actually required for the purpose for which 
the advance has been applied for, whichever is less,. 

(3) An advance under this rule shall be recovered 
in such number of monthly instalments, not exce¬ 
eding 120, at such times and of such amount as. the 
Committee of Administrators may direct. A member 
may, at his option, repay more than one instalment 
in one month. 

17. Insurance policies : 

(1) Sum to meet payments towards a policy of 
insurance on the life of the member effected under a 
scheme of insurance maintained or approved by the 
Rconstruction Bank may be withheld from subscrip¬ 
tions to the Fund, or withdrawn from the amount 
subscribed thereto by the member (including interest 
thereon). Any sum so withheld from a subscription 
shall be deemed to be part of the subscription for 
the purpose of calculating the Reconstruction Batik’s 
contribution under rule H. 

(2) Where sums arc withheld from subscriptions 
to the fund or withdrawn from the amount subscribed 
thereto by a member under sub-rule (1), the policy 
of insurance in respect of which sums are .withheld or 
withdrawn shall be assigned to the Reconstruction 
Bank in consideration of the payments of premia on 
such policy and on such terms and conditions as the 
Reconstruction Bank may impose in respect of the 
amount, if any, recoverable by the Reconstruction 
Bank from the insurer, 

18. When interest ceases to accrue : 

Interest on all sums standing in the credit of a 
member shall cease to accrue on the expiry of a pe¬ 
riod of six months from— 

(a) the day on which he leaves the service of 
the Reconstruction Bank, 6r 
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(b) the day on which period of leave commen¬ 
ces, where h© leaves the service of the Re¬ 
construction Bank on the expiry of any pe¬ 
riod of leave, commencing on oi alter die 
date on which lie would have retired from 
the service of the Reconstruction Bank but 
for such leave, or dies during such period 
of leave, 

(c) the date of his death, when lie dies in ser¬ 
vice of the Reconstruction Bank, otherwise 
than in the circumstances referred to in 
clause (b) : 

Provided that, if, in any case before the expiry 
of the said period of six months,— 

(t) the member or his nominee or legal re¬ 
presentative applies for the disbursemnt 
of the said sum or any part thereof, or 

(ii) the said sums are, or any part thereof is 
aid under order of such court or a tri- 
unal, interest shall cease to accru e on 
the said sums or. a a the case may be, on 
such part from the dale on which the 
said sums are, or any part thereof, is 
authorised to he disbursed, or as the case 
may be, paid to the order of such court a 
tribunal : 

Provided further that the Committee of Adminis¬ 
trators may allow interest on sums standing in the 
credit of a member for a further period, not exce¬ 
eding one year, if it is satisfied that the non-payment 
of such sums to the member or his nominee or no¬ 
minees or legal representative is not due to any de¬ 
fault or lapse on tne part of the member or his no¬ 
minee or nominees or legal rcpiescntativcs. 

19. Payment of amount standing to credit of mem¬ 
ber 

(1) The sums standing to the credit of a mein tier 
shall become payable to him or his nominees or legal 
representatives on the termination of hij stivico or 
on his death ; 

Provided that a member on leave preparatory io 
retirement may' at his option withdraw hom ihe 
sums standing to his credit in the fund an amount not 
exceeding his own subscriptions and the interest 
thereon : 

Provided further that a member may, at any time 
after completion of 20 years of service or any time 
during the 10 years immediately preceding the date 
of his retirement, or on the date of expiry oE his 
specified tenure of office, be permitted by the Com¬ 
mittee of Administrators to withdraw, for any of the 
purposes and subject to the provisions contained in 
sub-rules (2), (3) and (4) from the sums standing 
to his credit in the Fund, upto such amount as is 
specified in rule 20. 

Provided also that, if the Committee of Adminis¬ 
trators so directs, be deducted from the sum standing 
to the credit of a member and paid to the Recons¬ 
truction Bank— 

(a) any amount due under liability incurred in¬ 
cluding defalcation, misappropriation, fraud, gross 
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negligence by the member to the Reconstruction 
Rank upto the total amount contributed by the Re¬ 
construction Bank, to his account, including the inte¬ 
rest credited in respect thcreot; or 

(b) where the member has been dismissed ot tet- 
minated trom service on account of misconduct or 
gross negligence or where the member has resigned 
his employment within 5 years of the commence¬ 
ment of his continuous service in the Reconstruction 
Bank, including temporary service, the whole or any 
part of the amount of such contribution together 
with interest credited in lespect thereof. 

EXPLANATION : For computing 20 years service, 
any service rendered by a transferred employee in 
the Corporation or any other establishment having a 
recognised Provident Fund account to which he was 
a member, shall be taken into account. 

(2) Subject to such terms and conditions as may 
be imposed by the Reconstruction Bank, a withdrwal 
under the second provision to sub-rule (F) 'may be 
permitted for :— 

(a) Meeting the cost of higher education including 
where necessary, the travelling expenses of any child 
of the member dependent on him, in the following 
cases, namely :— 

(i) for education outside India for pursuing 
academic, technical, professional or voca¬ 
tional course, beyond the High School stage; 
and 

(ii) for any medical, engineering or other tech¬ 
nical professional or specialised vocational 
course in India, not less than 3 year course 
beyond the High School stage conducted by 
any recognised institution. 

(b) Meeting the expenditure in connection with 
the marriage of the member, his son or daughter or 
any other female relation actually dependent on him - 

(c) Meeting the expenses in connection with the 
illness, including, where necessary, the travelling ex¬ 
penses of the member or any person actually depen¬ 
dent on him; 

fd) Purchase of a house or a she for a house; 

. (c) Building of a house on a plot of land belong¬ 
ing to the member or the member’s spouse, where 
such spouse is a nominee of the member and such 
nomination subsists on the date of application for 
withdrawal; 

(f) repayment of a loan taken for such purchase of 
building (including such loan secured on the house 
or site purchased or house built); 

(g) Reconstruction or making additions or altera¬ 
tion to a house already owned or acquired by the 
member or an ancestral house in which the member 
has an interest under the personal law applicable to 
him. 
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EXPLANATION : Eor the purpose of this sub-rule, 

(a) “House” includes all types of residential units; 

(b) "Purchase of a house” includes — 

(i) the acquisition as u member of a co- opera¬ 
tive housing society, whether by purchase of 
shares in or by depositing sums with such 
society, of residential accommodation al¬ 
lotted by the society; and 

(ii) the purchase of a residential house or pre¬ 
mises on hire-purchase basis from a housing- 
board, city improvement trust or other 
like authority, formed or established under 
any law for the time being in force : 

Provided that the withdrawal under clauses (d), 
(e), (f), and (g) shall be admissible subject to the 
following conditions, namely 

(a) The house purchased or built or the site should 
be for the member himself; 

(b) The house or the site should be at the station 
where the member is working or at the place to be 
declared by him in writing as the place in India 
where he intends to reside after retirement. 

(c) The amount permitted to be withdrawn shall 
not exceed the amount required for the purpose for 
which withdrawal is permitted; any excess of the 
amount withdrawn over the amount actually required 
shall forthwith be refunded; 

(d) The member shall, if so required by the Re¬ 
construction Bank, satisfy in such manner as it may 
specify, as to any of the following matters, namely :~~ 

(1) /that the amount sought to be withdrawn or 

permitted to be withdrawn is actually re¬ 
quired for the purpose for which with¬ 
drawal is sought or has been permitted, and 
that it has been applied to such purpose; 

(2) that the amount sought to be withdrawn or 

permitted to be withdrawn together with 
other funds, if any, available to the mem¬ 
ber, is sufficient for the purpose for which 
withdrawal is sought or has been permitted; 

(3) that the member has obtained or will obtain 
a good title to the site or the house or 
where the construction is to be put up on 
a site belonging to the member’s spouse has 
obtained or will obtain a good title to the 
site of the house; and 

(4) that the member has obained or will obtain 
all the permissions and approvals necessary 
for building the house and the member 
shall comply with such rquirement. 

(e) Where the withdrawal ts for building a house, 
construction of such building shall commence before 
the expiry of-six months or such longer period, as- 
the Committee of Administrators may allow, and be 
completed before the expin’ of eighteen months or 
such longer period as the Committee of Administra¬ 
tors may allow, from the date the member receive the 
amount withdrawn or any part thereof; 
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(f) Where the withdrawal is tor repayment of a 
loan, such repayment shall be made within three 
months from tne date the member receive the amount 
withdrawn or any part thereof; 

(g) Where the withdrawal is for the purpose of 
building a house, the amount permitted to be with¬ 
drawn may be paid out in such number of instal¬ 
ments and at such time or times as the Committee' 
o£ Administrators may, determine, having regard 
to the progress made in the building; 

(h) The member shall not, without the previous 
wntten permission of the Committee of Administra¬ 
tors, transfer, mortgage or otherwise alienate the site 
or house, in default, the member shall be liable to 
refund in one instalment the entire amount with¬ 
drawn. 

(i) Where a member falls within clause (b) of ex¬ 
planation to Clause (g), shall also satisfy the Recon¬ 
struction Bank that he has obtained title to the 
shares hi the Co-operative housing society concerned 
or has obtained the documents evidencing the depo¬ 
sit of sums with the society; or that he has obtained 
the documents evidencing his right to the residential 
house or premises purchased on hire purchase basis 
or otherwise from a Housing Board, City Improve¬ 
ment Trust or other like authority, formed or estab¬ 
lished under any law for the time being in force; 

20. Limit of withdrawal in certain cases.—(1) 
Withdrawal by a member at any one time for one 
or more of the purposes secihed in clause (a), (b), 
(e) and (g) of sub-rule (2) of rule 19 shall not ex¬ 
ceed one half of his own subscriptions and the 
interest thereon or six months’ pay, whichever is less; 

Provided that the Committee of Administrators 
may, sanction the wihdrawal of an amount in ex¬ 
cess of limit specified in this sub-riiie upto three- 
fourths of the member’s own subscription and the 
interest thereon in the Fund having due regard to— 

(a) the object for which the withdrawal is being 
made; 

(b) the status of the member; and 

(c) the amount of his own subscription and the 

interest thereon in the Fund. 

(2) Wi'hdrawal by a member under clauses (d), 
(e) and Tv of sub-rule (2) of Rule 19 shall not ex¬ 
ceed li' 1 - own subscription and the interest thereon, 

(3) A member who has been permitted to withdraw 
from the fund under sub-rule (2) of Rule 19 shall 
satisfy 'he Committee of Admin‘strators within such 
period r>-; may !■>* specified by the Committee of 
Administrators that the money has been utilised for 
the pm m c for which it was withdrawn, and if he 
fails to do so, the whole of the sum so withdrawn or 
such part thereof as has not been applied for the 
purpose for which it was withdrawn, shah be forth¬ 
with repaid in one lump sum together with interest 
thereon at the rate determine^ under rule 13 by the 
member to the Fund, and in default of such payment 
it shall be recovered by the said Committee from hh 
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emoluments either hi one lump sum or in such num¬ 
ber of monthly instalments as may be determined 
by it. 

21- Conversion of advance Into withdrawal.—A 
member who has been granted an advance under 
rule 15 or rule 16 for any of the purposes specified 
therein, may be permitted by the Committee of Ad¬ 
ministrators to convert the balance outstanding 
against such advance into a withdrawal under rule 
19 on his satisfying the conditions laid down in the 
said rule. 

. 22. Nominations.—-(1) Every member shall-nomi¬ 
nate in Form 2 annexed to these rules one or more 
members of his family to whom the amount standing 
at his credit in the Fund shall be payable in the 
event of his death, 

(2) A member who lias no family, shall nominate 
a person in Form 3 annexed to these rules, whicli 
shall be valid only for so long as the member has 
no family and that if a member subsequently acquir¬ 
es a family he shall nominate a member ot the family 
in Form 2. 

Provided that any nomination made cither under 
Staff Provident Fund of Industrial Reconstruction 
Corporation of India Limited Rules or under the 
Employees’ Provident Fund and Miscellaneous Act, 
1952 or the schemes thereunder, by the transferred 
employee shall be deemed to be a nomination under 
this rule. 

(3) a nomination may b*e cancelled or modified 
by a member by notice in writing 

23. Nominations of dependents in certain cases.— 
Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 22 a 
member may be permitted to nominate in Form 4 an¬ 
nexed to these rules any person who is a dependent 
as defined in clause (c) of section- 2 of the Provi¬ 
dent Fund Act, 1925 (19 of 1952). if the Com¬ 
mittee of Administrators is satisfied that the making 
of the substitution of a nomination in accordance 
with the said rule would cause undue hardship or 
would not be just and equitable. 

24. Payment on death of a member.—On the death 
of a member.— 

(1) When the member leaves a family - 

(a) if a nomination made by the member under 
rule 22 subsits, the amount standing to his 
credit in the fund or the part thereof to 
which the nomination relates, shall become 
payable to the nominee or nominees in the 
proportion specified in the nomination; 

(b) if no such nomination subsits or if such 

nomination relates only to a part of the 
amount standing to his credit in the fund, 
the whole amount or, as the case may be, 
the part thereof to which the nomination 
does not relate, shall notwithstanding any 
nomination purporting to be in favour of 
any person other than a member or mem¬ 
bers of his family become payable the 
members of his family in equal shares.

(2) When a member leaves no family.—(a) if a 
nomination made by the member in favour of any 
per .ns, who is a dependent of the member, as de¬ 
fined in clause (c) of section 2 of the Provident Fund 
Act, (925 (19 of 1925), subsits the amount standing 
to his credit hi the Fund, or as the case may be, the 
part thereof to which the nomination relates, shall 
become payable to his nominee or nominees in the 
proportion specified in the nomination; 

(b) If such nomination is in favour of any person 
who is not a dependent as defined in clause (c) of 
section 2 of the Provident Fund Act, 1925 (19 of 
1925), the amount standing to his credit in the Fund 
or, as the case may be, the part thereof to which the 
nomination relates, shall become payable to such 
nominee if the amount does not exceed five thou¬ 
sand rupees; 

(c) If .no such nomination subsits, or if such nomi¬ 
nation relates to only a part of the amount standing 
to the credit of the member in the Fund, the whole, 
or, as the case may, be, the part thereof to which the 
nomination does not relate, shall become payable to 
any person appearing to the Committee of Administ¬ 
rators 1 to be otherwise entitled to receive it, if the 
whole sum or, as the. case may be, the part thereof 
does not exceed five thousand rupees; 

(3) Any sum or any part thereof which Is not pay¬ 
able to any per-on under sub-clauses (a), (b), and 
(c) of sub-rule 2 shall become payable to any person 
oil production of probate or letters of administration 
evidencing the grant to him of administration to the 
estate of the deceased or a succession certificate in 
accordance with clause (c) of Section 4 of the Pro¬ 
vident Funds Act, 1925. 

25. Every employee on becoming a member to the 
fund shall execute a declaration in Form 5 annexed 
to these rules.
